The
labor interests of the state
have proposed amendments
killing the right of aliens to
lease lond, thus taking further
drastic action against Japanese
land-holding in California.
Governor Johnson's an-
nouncement of his intention to
veto any further anti-Japanese
legislation probably will block

any attempted action. The ad-{

ministration has full control of
both houses of the legislature
and even if a land-ownership
bill should pass, he would have

no trouble in getting enough
votes to sustain a veto.
